To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Border  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  1954. 

The  population  of  the  area  as  estimated  by  th.' 
Registrar  General  was  29,940  showing  a decrease  of 
jl30  over  1953.  This  reduction  is  probably  related 
more  to  fluctuations  in  the  Military  establishments 
in  the  area  than  to  migration  of  the  general  public 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  at  14.3  per  1,000  of  tno 
population  shows  a slight  increase  over  the  rate  of 
14.1  in  1953.  The  “ Corrected  ” rate  of  16.1  however 
compares  favourably  with  the  England  and  Wales 
figure  of  15.2.  There  has  therefore  been  a check  to 
the  downward  tendency  shown  in  recent  years. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  of  14.4  (“  Corrected  ” 14.2) 
shows  a rise  for  the  second  year  in  succession  and  is 
the  highest  ever  recorded.  The  nearest  figure  to  this 
was  a rate  of  14.2  in  1937.  I refer  to  this  increase  in 
more  detail  within  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  at  37.4  per  1,000 
live  births  is  practically  double  the  rate  for  1953  and 
compares  unfavourably  with  the  National  figure  of 
25.5. 


The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  6.7  per  1,000  total 
births  is  disappointingly  high  and  compares  with  the 


.1 


high^rate  oF  4.6  in  1958  and  the  National  rate  of  0.69 
for  1954. 

Infectious  Diseases  notifications  showed  a con- 
siderable fall  over  the  previous  year  due  mainly  to  the 
expected  fall  in  the  incidence  of  Measles.  As  a rule 
one  can  expect  a Measles  epidemic  every  second  or 
third  year  in  a given  area. 

Only  two  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  occurred 
as  against  ten  in  1953  and  both  recovered. 

Progress  was  made  duilng  the  year  in  improving 
the  water  supplies  when  the  Banks  extension  .scheme 
was  completed  as  far  as  Low  Dovecote  and  Phase  1 
completed  in  the  Roughton  Gill  scheme. 

Details  of  these  and  of  smaller  improvements  are 
contained  in  the  report  submitted  by  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  This  report  also  deals  with  sewerage 
matters  and  it  is  disappointing  to  report  that  very 
little  progress  was  made  v/ith  regard  to  sewerage 
schemes,  previously  planned  and  so  urgently  needed 
in  many  of  the  districts.  As  pointed  out  last  year,  the 
main  stumbling  block  to  such  progress  has  been 
Ministerial  refusal  on  financial  grounds. 

In  July,  1954,  the  Ministry  of  Food  decontrolled 
meat  supplies  and  handed  back  the  duties  of  Meat 
Inspection  to  Local  Authorities.  In  the  Border  area, 
seven  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  with  consequent 
added  duties  for  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  This  work 
is  constant  and  demanding  and  frequently  necessitates 
working  beyond  normal  hours. 

Details  of  housing  progress  and  matters  relating 
thereto  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  Housing  Officer. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  past  year. 
I would  also  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  Staff 
and  especially  my  colleagues  in  the  Health  Department, 
for  their  unfailing  help  and  co-operation.

Tliere  were  sixteen  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  giving  a Mortality  Rate  of  37.4  par  1,000 
live  births  — exactly  double  the  1953  rate.  This 
marked  increase  is  disappointing  and  naturally  one 
wonders  if  any  of  these  infants  could  have  been  saved 
by  more  immediate  hospital  attention.  It  will  be  noted 
from  the  table  which  follows  that  eleven  died  within 
the  first  week  of  life  — indeed  eight  died  within 
minutes  to  a few  hours  of  birth  and  ail  eleven  were 
born  in  Hospital  where  all  facilities  for  the  care  of 
Pi-emature  and  weakly  babies  were  immediately  avail- 
able. Only  four  of  the  sixteen  infant  deaths  occurred 
at  home.  Of  the  sixteen  deaths  10  were  boys. 
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Details  of  Deaths  of  Infants  under  1 Year  of  Age. 
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Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  three  recorded  maternal  deaths 
during  1954  giving  a Maternal  Mortality  rate  of  6.7 
per  1,000  total  births.  This  figure  is  very  high  and 
compares  with  the  high  rate  of  4.6  in  1953  and  the 
National  rate  of  0.69  in  1954. 

The  details  of  the  cases  are  as  follows : — 

1.  Died  in  Maternity  Hospital  of  Obstetric  Shock 
and  Haemorrhage  follov/ing  on  delivery  of  premature 
twins.  This  mother  was  under  regular  ante-natal 
supervision  by  the  Hospital  Specialist  for  some  months 
prior  to  her  admission  to  hospital. 

2.  Died  in  Maternity  Hospital  of  Toxic  Myocarditis 
and  Chronic  Anaemia  following  on  Caesarean  Section 
for  Prolapsed  Cord. 

3.  Died  in  Hospital  of  Pulmonary  Embolism  a month 
after  delivery  in  Maternity  Hospital.  This  patient 
suffered  from  Phlebitis  after  child  birth  but  had  been 
discharged  home  after  delivery.  She  was  re-admitted 
to  a General  Hospital  on  account  of  the  later  com- 
plication of  Pulmonary  Embolism. 

Cancer  Morta’ity. 

The  Registrar  General’s  table  shows  that  there 
were  48  deaths  from  Cancer  — 18  males  and  30 
females.  This  represents  a mortality  rate  of  1.6  per 
1,000  of  the  population  equal  to  11%  of  all  deaths  and 
shows  an  increase  over  the  corresponding  rates  of  1.26 
and  10%  recorded  in  1953. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  patients  suffering 
from  cancer  may  die  of  some  more  acute  intercurrent 
disease  which  is  recorded  as  the  cause  of  death.  The 
true  incidence  of  cancer  therefore  may  be  higher  than 
at  first  is  apparent. 
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Thus  in  1954,  by  careful  scrutiny  of  all  death 
returns,  it  was  found  that  three  additional  females 
and  one  male  suffered  from  cancer  although  not 
recorded  as  cancer  deaths.  On  the  basis  therefore  of 
52  cancer  deaths  the  true  cancer  death  rate  would  be 
1.7  per  1,000  and  12%  of  all  deaths. 

The  average  age  at  death  foi'  males  was  65.4 
years  while  that  of  females  was  61.5  years.

Deaths  from  All  Causes. 

The  total  deaths  again  showed  a considerable 
increase  over  the  previous  year  — 432  as  against  377 
in  1953  and  322  in  1952  — giving  a Crude  Death  rate 
of  14.4  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  Death  rate 
is  the  highest  ever  recorded,  the  nearest  approach 
within  recent  times  being  14.2  in  1937. 
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I pointed  out  in  the  195^1  Annual  Report  how  the 
inclusion  of  all  deaths  occurring’  in  Garlands  Hospital 
inevitably  increased  the  Death  Rate. 

Prior  to  195;]  all  deaths  occun  ing  in  Garlands 
were  transferable  to  the  districts  in  which  the 
deceased  had  formerly  i-esided  but  since  January,  1953, 
no  such  transfers  wci’O  allowable. 

In  1953  no  less  than  19%  of  all  deaths  in  the 
Border  area  occurred  in  Garlands  and  1 was  able  to 
show  that  this  one  i'actor  was  solely  responsible  for 
the  increased  Death  rate. 

Dui’inig'  1954,  deaths  in  Garlands  numbered  9G 
equal  to  22%  of  all  Boi  der  deaths.  This  slight  increase 
while  partially  responsible  for  the  higher  death  rate 
is  obviously  not  the  sole  cause  and  it  must  be  accepted 
that  there  has  been  a true  increase. 

As  always,  diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory 

System  account  for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  a 

% 

total  of  211,  representing  48.8%  of  all  deaths.  Thir- 
percentage  fiigure  is  the  same  as  in  1953  and  is  very 
much  higher  than  the  National  rate.  As  explained  in 
my  last  Report  this  is  due  to  the  very  high  proportion 
of  Heart  disease  deaths  occurring  hi  Garlands.  Of 
the  96  total  Garlands  deaths  no  less  than  62  were 
cei  titled  as  due  to  some  form  of  Heart  disease,  equal 
to  64.5';,.  of  all  Garlands  deaths. 

Vascular  lesion.s  of  the  Nervous  System,  i.e. 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage  and  Thrombosis  accounted  for 
63  deaths  equal  to  14.6%  of  all  deaths  and  is  prac- 
tically the  same  as  for  1953.  This  rate  is  also  close 
to  the  National  rate. 

Cancer  deaths  numbered  48,  equal  to  11%,  of  all 
deaths.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that  only  3 of  the 
Garlands  deaths  wei’e  due  to  cancer,  equal  to  3.1%,  of 
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the  total.  In  1953,  5.5%, 
of  Garlands  deaths  were 
due  to  cancer.  ^

All  necessary  facilities  are  j/rovided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  at  the  Cumberland  Tnfinn- 
ary  under  the  able  direction  oi'  Dr.  J.  S.  Faulds.  I 
would  airain  exp]-3''3  my  very  ''Tn.tefut  thanks  to  Dr. 
Faulds  and  his  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  advice 
so  freely  given  during  the  year 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  Ambulance 
arrangements  for  the  area. 

An  ambulance  is  based  at  Kirklinton  to  sei've  the 
wide  area  to  the  North  while  the  rest  of  the  Border 
Area  is  served  from  Carlisle  as  centre.  In  addition 
an  Infectious  Disease  Ambulance  is  based  at  Longtovm 
Hospital.  “ Sitting  Case  ” cars  are  available  through- 
out the  whole  district. 

Nursing  in  the  Home: 

The  County  Council,  being  the  responsible  Health 
Authority,  provides  for  all  such  services. 
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The  district  is  divided  into  12  actual  nursing  areas 
with  a nurse  in  charge  of  each  area  with  the  exception 
of  Longtown  where  there  are  two  nurses.  Each  nurse, 
in  the  case  of  11  of  the  districts  acts  as  District 
Nurse/Midwife/Health  Visitor.  It  has  been  found 
more  satisfactoiy  in  a scattered  rural  area  to  have  the 
District  Nuree  qualified  to  act  as  Midwife  and  Health 
Visitor. 

There  is  one  full  time  Health  Visitor  who  in 
addition  to  home  visiting  attends  School  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  at  Brampton  and  Carlisle. 

There  are  now  42  Home  Helps  on  the  Register,  an 
increase  of  one  over  last  year. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

There  are  two  County  Council  Clinics  in  the  area  : 
Union  Lane,  Brampton  and  14  Portland  Square, 
Carlisle. 


Clinic  Sessions  are  held  as  follows ; — 

Child  Welfare  and 

School  Clinics  Immunisation  Centres. 

Brampton — 1st  and  3rd  Fridays,  1st  and  3rd  Fridays, 

10 — 12  noon  2 — 4 p.m.

Dental  Clinics  are  also  held  at  Brampton,  Long- 
town  and  Carlisle  every  week.

Also  com- 
pletion of  a new  reseiwoir  at  Cotehill  with  a 
capacity  of  75,000  gallons. 

Phase  II. 

Commencement  of  this  section  which  com- 
prises generally  duplication  of  mains  from  Warnell 
Top  to  Great  Orton,  with  a branch  to  Lingeyclose- 
head. 
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3.  Farlam. 

Scraping  of  the  main  pipe  from  the  reservoir 
down  through  Hallbankgate,  etc.  has  given  con- 
siderable improvements  to  the  residents  generally 
in  that  area. 

4.  C'hapelourn. 

A small  spring  has  been  utilised  for  the 
supply  to  some  7 — 8 properties  and  also  the  pro- 
vision of  reasonable  storage.  This  small  scheme 
has  so  far  been  very  satisfactory.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  was  a considerable  fall  in  the  number  of 
infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year,  only  297 
l)eing  notified  against  520  in  1953.  This  reduction  was 
due  mainly  to  a fall  in  measles  notifications. 

Measles. 

A total  of  282  cases  was  notified  as  against  420 
in  1953  and  to  mj^  knowledge  only  two  children  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  on  account  of  severity  of  symp- 
toms. One  child  aged  fourteen  months  died  of 
Broncho-pneumonia  following  on  an  attack  of  Measles. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the 
summer  months  of  June  and  July  when  163  cases  were 
notified  chiefly  from  the  Longtown  area.  The  case 
rate  per  1,000  population  equalled  7.8  compared  with 
3.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  21  cases  notified  compared  with  44 
in  1953  giving  a rate  of  0.7  per  1,000  of  population 
compared  with  2.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

One  child  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  a boy  aged 
8 months  died  of  the  disease  after  developing 
Broncho-pneumonia. 

Scarlet  F’ever. 

Eighteen  cases  were  notified  compared  with  35  in 
1953  giving  a case  rate  of  0.6  per  1,000  of  population. 
The  England  and  Wales  rate  was  0.97. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease.  One  child 
was  admitted  to  Hospital  because  of  difficulty  in 
nursing  and  isolation  as  both  parents  worked  on  a 
Dairy  faiTu. 
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Again  I have  to  report  the  closing  of  a school  on 
account  of  a localised  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever. 

Following  on  the  receipt  of  three  notifications 
affecting  school  children  from  the  same  area,  visits 
were  paid  to  the  school  and  a follow-up  of  all  children 
present  and  absent  carried  out. 

As  a re.sult  it  was  found  that  12  of  the  2~)  pupils 
on  the  school  roll  were  harbouring  the  germ  of  scarlet 
fever  apart  from  the  3 notified  cases. 

In  consultation  with  Dr.  Fraser,  Principal  Medical 
Officer,  it  was  considered  advisable  to  close  the  school 
for  10  days. 

Another  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  2 further 
“ carriers  ” were  found  in  children,  contacts  of  above 
cases,  but  attending  other  schools  in  the  area,  during 
this  follow-up  period. 

All  cases  and  carriers  were  treated  with  Penicillin 
and  none  allowed  back  to  school  until  two  consecutive 
negative  swabs  were  obtained. 

I would  here  record  my  appreciation  and  thanks 
to  the  general  practitioners  and  district  nurses  who 
so  willingly  co-operated  in  the  cariying  out  of  the 
necessary  treatment. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

Two  cases  were  notified  compared  with  ten  in  1 953 
and  both  were  admitted  to  Hospital  for  treatment. 

The  first  case  related  to  a boy  aged  7 years  who 
was  admitted  to  Hospital  as  a suspect  Meningitis  case 
late  in  September.  He  was  subsequently  notified  as 
Non-Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  and  made  a complete 
recovery. 

The  second  case  was  a girl  aged  13  years  who  was 
admitted  to  Hospital  on  14.10.54  as  a definite  Para- 
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lytic  case.  She  was  discharged  home  on  29.11.54  with 
some  weakness  of  rijght  thigh  muscles  but  subsequent 
out-patient  treatment  resulted  in  complete  recovery. 

Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 

Thirteen  cases  were  notified  compared  with  five 
in  1953  giving  a rate  of  0.4  per  1,000  of  the  population 
as  against  a rate  of  0.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

Only  one  of  the  notified  cases  died  and  5 were 
patients  in  Garlands  Hospital. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  figures  there 
were  11  recorded  deaths  from  Pneumonia  but  it  must 
be  remembered  that  only  certain  types  of  Pneumonia 
are  notifiable  hence  the  apparent  discrepancy. 

Food  Poisoning  or  Salmonella  Infection. 

Only  one  case  occurred  during  the  year  and  was 
due  to  the  Sal.  Typhi-murium  organism.  The  patient, 
a little  girl  of  2 years,  was  admitted  to  Hospital  with 
acute  abdominal  symptoms  which  were  ultimately 
found  to  be  due  to  infection  with  the  above  organism. 
Despite  intensive  search  among  the  family  contacts 
and  others,  the  source  of  the  infection  remained 
obscure.  The  little  patient  was  discharged  home  well 
but  remained  a “ carrier  ” for  some  weeks.  She  was 
kept  under  supervision  and  given  further  courses  of 
anti  biotic  drugs  and  eventually  became  entirely  clear 
of  the  carrier  state. 

Erysipelas. 

The  two  cases  notified  related  to  an  elderly  man 
and  a woman,  who  were  treated  at  home.  Both  were 
mild  cases  and  responded  to  treatment. 

Malaria. 

The  one  case  notified  concerned  a young  soldier 
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who  had  contracted  the  disease  originally  in  Korea  in 
1953.  He  had  a relapse  which  necessitated  admission 
to  Hospital  where  he  quickly  recovered. 

Dysentery. 

Three  cases  were  notified  and  all  proved  bactei  - 
iologically  to  be  due  to  the  Shigella  Sonnei  organism. 

The  first,  notified  in  February,  concerned  a patient 
in  Garlands  Hospital.  He  was  isolated  and  treated  by 
the  Hospital  staff  and  I am  glad  to  say  no  other  case 
occurred  in  Garlands  during  1951. 

The  second  patient  was  a boy  aged  8 years  who 
was  admitted  to  the  Cumberland  Infirmary  on  17.3.54 
as  a probable  Acute  Appendicitis  case.  Investigation 
however  showed  that  he  was  suffering  from  Sonnei 
Dysentery.  He  was  duly  discharged  home  free  of 
symptoms  but  still  a “ carrier.” 

It  is  interesting  to  report  that  as  a result  of  the 
follow-up  of  the  household  the  mother  and  eight 
brothers  and  sisters  were  found  to  be  infected 
although  none  had  any  symptoms. 

By  extending  the  field  of  investigation  the 
probable  original  source  of  infection  was  traced  l)ack 
to  a relative  living  in  Carlisle. 

The  whole  family  was  kept  under  close  supervision 
until  all  were  clear  of  the  “carrier”  state.  This 
involved  visiting  the  house  for  a period  of  over  three 
months  due  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  brothers  re- 
mained a persistent  carrier  for  this  length  of  time. 

The  third  case  was  that  of  a boy  aged  7 years  who 
was  treated  at  home  and  cleared  up  quickly  after  a 
course  of  Chloromycetin.  The  source  of  this  infection 
was  never  traced. 
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^leningococcal  Meningitis. 

r 

Four  cases  were  notified  — all  being  admitted  to 
Hospital  where  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  bacter- 
iologically. 

One,  a baby  aged  six  months,  died  in  Hospital  on 
the  same  day  of  admission.  He  was  acutely  ill  from 
the  first  onset  of  symptoms,  the  whole  illness  lasting- 
only  two  days. 

The  other  three  cases  made  complete  recoveries 
and  were  discharged  home  within  three  weeks  of 
admission.  Two  were  girls  aged  3 years  and  2 years 
respectively  while  the  third  was  a man  of  30  years. 

Smallpox. 

No  case  of  smallpox  or  known  contact  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. 

For  the  sixth  successive  year  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
has  been  notified  and  it  is  now  8 years  since  the  last 
Diphtheria  death  was  recorded. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  this 
freedom  from  what  was  once  a dread  disease  is  due 
entirely  to  the  immunisation  campaign  commenced  in 
1940  and  maintained  continously  since.

In  the  above  total  of  64  notified  cases,  19  refer 
to  inward  transfer  cases,  i.e.  cases  previously  notified 
in  other  districts  but  who  moved  into  the  Border  Area 
during  the  year. 
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Ten  of  the  new  cases  were  notified  from  Garlands 
Hospital,  only  one  being  resident  in  the  Border  district 
prior  to  admission. 

Three  cases  included  in  the  total  were  susequently 
removed  from  the  Register  as  on  further  investigation 
the  diagnosis  of  Tuberculosis  was  not  confirmed. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  returns  theie 
was  only  one  certified  death  from  Tuberculosis  — 
namely  a male  of  78  years  who  died  in  Garlands  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  This  would  give  a Tuber- 
culosis Mortality  rate  of  0.03  per  1,00(^  of  the  popula- 
tion, a very  low  figure  compared  with  the  England  and 
Wales  rate  of  0.18. 

In  point  of  fact  two  other  patients  on  the  Tuber- 
culosis Register  died  during  the  year  — - a male  of  60 
years  and  a female  of  56  years  (the  latter  dying  in 
Garlands).  They  were  certified  as  dying  of  Acute 
Influenzal  Myocarditis  and  Pulmonary  Embolism  res- 
pectively with  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  mentioned  as 
the  secondary  cause  of  death.  Strictly  speaking  they 
were  not  Tuberculosis  deaths  but  nevertheless  I have 
included  them  in  the  Table  above. 

On  the  basis  therefore  of  three  Tuberculosis  deaths 
the  death  rate  works  out  at  0.10  per  1,000  which  is  still 
well  below  the  National  rate.

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The  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  under  the 
able  direction  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Morton,  Consultant  Chest 
Physician,  carried  out  an  increased  number  of  visits 
and  surveys  during  the  year. 

Special  visits  were  paid  to  individual  factories  in 
the  area  and  the  usual  annual  visits  paid  to  Brampton, 
Longtown,  Garlands  Hospital  and  the  Civilian  Staffs 
at  the  Army  and  R.A.F.  Depots  in  the  area.  In  addi- 
tion, public  sessions  were  held  for  the  first  time  at 
Dalstori.  Many  members  of  the  public  resident  in  the 
Rural  areas  also  attended  the  public  sessions  held  in 
Carlisle,  the  Headquarters  of  the  Unit.  The  whole  of 
the  Office  Staff  of  the  Border  Council  was  x-raVed  at 
least  once  during  the  year  with  satisfactory  results. 

It  is  disappointing  to  report  that  the  response  to 
this  free  service  is  not  what  it  should  be  and  I would 
again  urge  that  everyone  should  attend  for  x-ray  at 
least  once  a year.

New  Buildings, 

As  was  anticipated,  progress  in  house  building  by 
the  Council  has  sho\vm  a great  improvement,  and 
during  the  year  77  houses  were  completed.  In 
addition  42  houses  were  completed  by  private  building. 

The  re-housing  of  elderly  people  still  presents  a 
problem,  and  this  will  be  further  accentuated  when 
the  Council  commences  with  its  Slum  Clearance  pro- 
gramme from  which  it  is  evident  that  a fairly  large 
number  of  small  houses  for  elderly  people  will  have  to 
be  provided.

Housing  Acts  1949 — 54  — Improvements  to  Houses, 

A satisfactory  feature  is  that  the  number  of 
applications  for  Improvement  Grants  continues  to 
increase  steadily,  and  much  good  work  is  being  done. 
Whilst  the  majority  of  the  applications  continue  to 
come  from  owner-occupiers  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  the  number  of  applications  from  owners  to  im- 
prove properties  for  their  employees  is  on  the  increase. 


The  following  work  was  carried  out  in  1954. 

Applications  received  — 27  in  respect  of  32  houses 

Applications  approved — 27  in  respect  of  32  houses. 

Value  of  works  on  improvement  approved  — 
£21,293. 

Value  of  grants  approved  £8,659. 

Improvements  completed  during  the  year,  16  in 
respect  of  16  houses. 
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Housino  Act,  1936  — Section  II. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  re-house  tenants 
occupying  unfit  houses,  and  as  a result  of  such  re-hous- 
ing, 29  houses  (double  that  of  last  year)  were  represen- 
ted and  appropriate  action  taken. 

DRAINAGE  AND  WATER  CLOSETS 

The  number  of  new  drainage  systems  installed  and 
water  closets  provided  in  place  of  earth  closets,  privies, 
etc.  is  59;  18  of  these  are  drained  to  the  Council’s 
sewers  and  41  to  cesspools.  In  addition,  5 systems 
previously  draining  to  cesspools  have  now  been  con- 
nected to  the  Council’s  sewers. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  number  of  existing  houses  provided  with  a 
water  supply  from  the  Council’s  mains  is  27. 

CAMPING  SITES  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  are  three  camping  sites  licensed  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  These  are 
used  by  holiday-makers  and  tourists  in  the  district. 
They  have  been  conducted  satisfactorily  during  the 
year. 

In  addition  fourteen  licences  were  issued  to  station 
moveable  dwellings. 

Moveable  dwellings  are  still  used  mainly  by 
persons  unable  to  obtain  houses,  and  to  ensure  that  the 
Council  have  control  in  regard  to  satisfactory 
standards  of  repair  and  sanitation,  licences  are  issued 
annually. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 

Nine  distributors  of  milk  are  registered  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  three  of  which 
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have  premises  outside  the  district.  These  dislributo}  s 
sell  milk  in  the  more  populous  parts  of  the  district, 
especially  in  the  areas  adjacent  to  the  City  of  Carlisje, 
and  in  Longtown  and  Brampton  ; elsewhere  milk  is  so^d 
by  numerous  producer-retailers,  over  whom  the 
Council  has  no  control.

Three  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved 
foods  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938. 


Slaughter  Houses  and  Inspection  of  Meat. 

During  the  year,  controlled  slaughtering  came  to 
an  end,  and  this  necessitated  the  licencing  of  private 
slaughterhouses  from  the  1st  July,  1954. 

The  re-introduction  of  the  use  of  private  slaughter- 
houses has  entailed  a very  considerable  increase  of 
work  caused  by  attendance  at  slaughterhouses  to  carry 
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out  meat  inspection  during  slaughtering,  often  during 
lioliday  periods  and  outside  normal  working  hours. 
The  future  policy  of  the  Government  with  regard  to 
slaughtering  is  awaited,  but  it  would  appear  that  the 
licensinig  of  private  slaughterhouses  and  meat  inspec- 
tion will  continue  for  some  considerable  time. 

Seven  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  during  1954.

Knackers’  Yards. 

There  are  two  Knackers’  Yards  in  the  district 
which  are  licensed  annually.  They  have  been  con- 
I’nc'-e'l  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Rodent  Control — Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Acts 

The  Council’s  part-time  operator  has  carried  out 
treatments  at  private  properties  and  at  the  Council’s 
refuse  tips  and  sewers,  as  well  as  at  Schools  and 
Institutions.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  take 
such  steps  as  are  necessary  to  secure  as  far  as  pra<"- 
ticable  that  the  district  is  kept  free  from  rats  and 
mice.  This  places  an  obligation  on  the  Council  to 
carry  out  such  inspections  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
in  view  of  the  large  number  of  agricultural  holdings 
in  the  district,  it  is  very  difficult  to  allocate  enoui<yh 
time  to  carrying  out  an  adequate  num.ber  of  inspec- 
tions yearly. 

Refuse  Collection. 

There  have  been  only  small  additions  to  the 
collecting  areas  during  the  year,  but  there  has  been 
as  before  an  appreciable  increase  due  to  new  building. 
At  present  refuse  is  collected  from  approximately 
6,400  properties. 

The  question  of  extending  the  service  into  the 
more  remote  parts  of  the  district  has  not  been  finally 
decided,  although  I still  continue  to  receive  requests 
from  householders,  and  in  particular  from  the  Forestry 
Commission. 

Following  the  recommendations  contained  in  my 
last  annual  report,  I attended  demonstrations  of 
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several  types  of  large  capacity  refuse  vehicles,  and 
the  Council  decided  to  purchase  a 16  cubic  yard  ‘ Foie 
and  Aft  ’ Tipper.  Delivery  of  this  vehicle  will  take 
place  in  1955.  It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a 
saving  in  expenditure  by  the  use  of  Diesel  fuel,  and 
by  the  reduction  of  haulage  to  refuse  tips. 

Thirteen  tips  are  in  use  at  present.  A new  tip  at 
Crosby  Moor  has  been  brought  into  use  during  the 
year.

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper  has 
again  been  very  disappointing.  Although  there  is  now 
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a market  for  the  paper  and  a good  price  is  obtainable 
it  is  rarely  that  labour  is  available  for  the  baling  of 
waste  paper  for  sale.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a con- 
siderable quantity  of  unbaled  paper  was  in  stock. 

The  supply  of  suitable  labour  for  refuse  collection 
still  causes  difficulties  especially  during  summer 
months,  when  staff  holidays  have  to  be  arranged.
